ACREAGE RATIO 
TO DECIDE ISSUE 


First Counts Indicate Far 
More Than Required 75 
Per Cent of AcreageWill 
Be Behind Measure. 


By the Associated Press. 

Tobacco farmers—on the basis of 
partial returns — yesterday voted 
strongly in favor of continuing com- 
pulsory control of their crop. 

Returns from the referendum con- 
ducted in the large tobacco. growing 
states were meager, but appeared to 
indicate to the farm administration 
officials that coutinuance of the Kerr- 
Smith act in 1935 had been approved. 

This was the second referendum 
conducted on crop control by com- 
pulsion. A week ago cotton. farmers 
voted, 9 to 1, for that method of con- 
trol. 

Georgia bright leaf tobacco farm- 
ers voted nearly 50 to 1 for the Kerr- 
Smith act on the Pass or return from 
more than 30 counties. Incomplete re- 
turns gave 13,795 for and 279 against. 
‘rue affirmative vote represented 40,- 
216 acres and the negative vote 758 
acres, with 4,454 acres not voting. 

In South Carolina complete returns 
showed 18.332 for ‘he measure and 
223 against. 

A heavy majority in Tennessee for 
continuance of the act appeared cer- 
tain, when, with 37 counties tabulated. 
tobacco growers had voted 20,037.41 
acres in favor of the act, and 6,214.82 
against. 

Expression of personal wishes, re- 
gardless of acreage owned or cul- 
tivated, resulted in a vote of 21.777 
in favor of the act. and 2,555 against. 

Acreage Basis Used. 

The act declares that farmers con- 
trolling at least 75 per cent of the 
total tobacco acreage must approve 
the proposal to extend it another 
year. Many of the first returns did not 
indicate what a percentage of acres 
was represented 'y favorable votes. 
Under the act the farm administra- 
tion makes individual allotments to 
farmers. Production in excess of the 
allotments is subject to a tax of one- 
third of its market value. These 
funds are used to finance a voluntary 
crop reduction program and to make 
benefit payments to farmers who co- 
operate. 

States showing strong sentiment for 
continuance of the law were Ken- 
tucky, North and South Carolina, 
Florida, Tennessee, West Virginia, 
Missouri and Ohio. Three central Ken- 
tucky counties voted 2,993 to 146. 
The acres represented were not avail- 
able. In Missouri the vote in Platte 
and Clay counties was 1,898 acres for 
and 140 acres against. 

Started December 8. 

The referendum started December 
8, with county agents doing the tabu- 
lating. The results were to have been 
compiled yesterday, but difficulties 
were encountered in counting the 
votes. In some states an additional 
day was granted.

he jury filed into the crowded 
court chamber after six hours and 45 
minutes of formal deliberation. Amid 
a tense silence they announced that 
they found the silver-haired defendant 
not guilty of stealing $344,720 from 
the Middle West Utilities Company he 
headed to carry on his private stock 
market operations. 

Martin dropped his customary cloak 
of dignity. He scrambled over the rail 
to the jury box. In high glee he 
shook hands heartily with each of the 
12 men who set him free. 

Third Triumph. 

It was the third Insul] triumph. 
Samuel and his son, Samuel Jr., an 
16 co-defendants were freed in fed- 
eral court on November 24 after a 
long trial on charges of fraudulent 
use of the mail in pushing the sale 
of their securities at a time when the 
far-flung utility domain was crum- 
pling.

Judge Cornelius J. Harrington, of 
the criminal court, called counsel to 
the bench a short time after the ver- 
dict and set January 15 for Martin's 
trial on a second charge of embezzle-

PARIS, Dec. 21.—(4)—France to- 
night was ready to announce that, as 
far as she is concerned, the Washing- 
ton naval treaty expires at the end: 
of 1936. : 

An official announcement, however, 
denied that the government has any 
intention of joining Japan in formally 
denouncing the pact. 

As Francois Pietri, minister of the 
navy, termed the pact “intolerable for 
France,” high French quarters pointed: 
out that the government, under the 
parliamentary ratification of the treaty 
in 1923, stands pledged to denounce 
it if necessary to insure France's free- 
dom of action at its expiration. 

A secret joint session of the cham- 
ber of deputies foreign affairs and 
naval committees decided denunciation 
was unnecessary in view of Japan's 
intended action, it was understood. 
but should Japan fail to abrogate the 
pact, the Paris government would be 
virtually forced to do so to assure its 
expiration in 1936. 

In any event it was understood the 
government formally would notify the 
other four signatories’ that she con- 
siders the treaty void after 1936. 

The official announcement, issued 
after the committee meeting, said “the 
report that the French government 
intends to denounce’ the Washington

LONDON, Dec. 21.—(#)—UDntil 
President Roosevelt-lets it be known 


whether he intends to knock any more 
coppers off America’s 59-cent dollar, 
Great Britain will fight shy of any 
move toward stabilization. 

That was the consensus in financial 
circles tonight after Neville Chamber- 
lain, chancellor of the exchequer, told 
the commons today that Britain under 
present circumstances can not “risk 
stabilization of her currency. 

The lack of balance between the 
dollar, the frane and the pound ster- 
ling, cited in Chamberlain's speech as 
“the real difficulty with the situa- 
tion,” makes the perils of stabilization 
too great, it was felt. 

Financial observers in London long 
have believed the chancellor of the 
exchequer would be reluctant to act 
until President Roosevelt definitely 
says whether the dollar will be further 
devalued, say to the 50-cent level. 

Such an announcement fröm Wash- 
ington would “make Europe sit up 
and take notice,” one source said, and 
probably put Chamberlain in favorable 
mood to talk business. 

The chancellor told the commons 
he saw “no reason why we should 
not anticipate further rise in whole- 
sale prices of primary commodities, 
which I believe probably would do 
more to overcome inharmonious ele- 
ments in the currency system of the 
world than anything else.”

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Use of Magnesium Oxide Expected 
To Make Clearer Telescopic Lenses 


LOS ANGELES, Dee. 21.—(®#)— 
One of the few men in the world who 
“grow new types of crystals to make 
better telescope lenses had a bit of 
good news today. 

John D. Strong, research fellow at 
the California Institute of Technology, 
told the American Physical. Society 
here that magnesium oxide was one of 
the crystals telescope makers and as- 
tronomers have been looking for. 

He reported that it was good for 
use with quartz and fluorite to form 
an achromatic triplet for ultraviolet. 

This does for the telescope what 
a preper pair of spectacles does for 
the man with faulty, fuzzy vision. The 
ordinary crystal used in making tele- 
scope lenses can be ground into proper 
geometrical forms to make good lenses, 
but it has faults in conveying true 
colors and sometimes in defining ob- 
jects. 

Other forms of crystals, less suit- 


able for geometrical shaping, must be 


fitted into the lens to correct aberra- 
tions. 

Strong “grows” artificial crystals 
by the melt or fusion method, being 
accredited a discovery in this res . 
Nature produces crystals by three 
methods, those by fusion, made when 
the earth was more like a hot star 
with tremendous heat, by the vapor 
and by the solution methods. The time

THE TAXATION SURVEY 

Solution of a major evil in the 
American system of national and 
local government is sought in the 
taxation survey President Roose- 
velt has ordered to be made by 
experts of the treasury department, 
Especial study will be given to the 
problem of overlapping and double 
taxation. 

Many sources of taxation are now 
tapped heavily by federal, state and 
local governments, while other 
sources escape practically scot free. 
The question of how the problem 
of equalizing the tax burden can 
be solved has received the attention 
of taxing bodies for years, but no 
concrete reforms have been ac- 
complished. 

It is apparent that only through 

earnest and sincere co-operation 
between the federal, state and local 
governments can taxation duplica- 
tion be eliminated. To this end it 
has been suggested that “zones of 
taxation“ be created for the various 
governing units. Among other 
suggestions is the, proposal that all 
tax collecting be done by the fed- 
eral agencies, and each state’s share 
be turned over to it. There are 
many other suggestions, most of 
them calling for radical departure 
from present taxing methods. 
The indorsement of the survey 
ordered by the president by the 
conference of mayors now in ses- 
sion gives assurance that govern- 
ments of every nature in the coun- 
try are aware of the necessity for 
taxation reform and that universal 
co-operation may be expected. 

The American governmental 
structure is so loosely woven, and 
contains so many unnecessary and 
useless units, that our taxation sys 


cient in any of the major nations 
of the world. From the federal con- 
gress down through thousands of 
state, county and municipal govern- 
ments and until small district com- 
mittees are reached there exists 
the power to pour on taxes to the 
already overburdened owners of 
property of all kinds. 

Each one of these taxing author- 
ities naturally turn to the most ob- 
vious sources of taxation, and the 
ones from which taxes can be col- 
lected the most easily. The result 
is that real estate and commodities 
such as gasoline are bearing the 
lion’s share of taxation while other 
‘property is carrying but little .of 
the load, and hidden assets practi- 
| cally none. 

It is in the hope of finding a 
way to make the American system 
of taxation more efficient and 
equitable that President Roosevelt 
has ordered the survey by the treas- 
ury department. There exists no 
problem of more vital importance 
to every person in the country and 
every government, whatever its na- 
ture, should co-operate with the 
federal experts in their efforts to 
‘evolve. a plan of taxation more 
‘equitable and just than the hoceze- 
podgé system now in use.

CHEESE IS NOT BINDING AND 
IT IS FINE FOR RHEUMATIZ. 

Ginger, mustard, horse radish, sour 
pickles, pepper, vinegar, cocoa, tea, 


effect, at least upon many persons. 
But no foods are binding. Some foods 
are more laxative than others. Water 
is the best of all laxatives. Water 
taken with meals or between meals; 
first thing on rising or last thing at 
night hot or cold: with or without 
a pimch of salt, preferably without 
salt. Water. hot or cold, just before 
a meal, or in the course of a meal, 
really stimulates the secretion of gas- 
tric juice and aids digestion. Indeed 


of he old-time “test meal,” when we 
wish to procure a specimen of gastric 
juice for analysis. The old theory that 
water taken before or during the meal 
diluted the gastric juice and so de- 
layed digestion was based on conjec- 
ture and has been disproved by more 
precise scientific observation in mod- 
ern times. 

Neither are such foods as cheese, 
milk, white of egg bending nor is 
there a difference in individuals in 
this respect. People who fancy they 
are made costtive by this or that food 
labor under a misapprehension. It is 
true that if the diet is restricted to 
milk, there is a very small residue left 
after digestion, and hence no need for 
evacuation. 

Associated with this popular no- 
tion is another one propagated. I 
think, by the nostrum makers and 
certain quacks who have to bring in 
new suckers or else. This is the 
morbid notion that “autointoxica- 
tion” or poisoning of the system is 
inevitable if the regular evacution is 
retarded for a day or two. There is 
absolutely no ground for this idiotic 
notion, buf it gets the business, and 
so the charlatons, great and small, 
spend a good deal to keep it alive in 
the wiseacte mind. 

The old timers, the best physicians 
of their day, harbored a vague con- 
ception that protein of animal origin 
was somehow bad for the kidneys if 
the patient had kidney disease and 
bad for the joints if the patient had 
joint disease. Probabbly the unwise 
restrictions in the diet in many such | 
cases did as much harm as the disease 
itself. At any rate we know now that 
there was no substantial ground for 
that notion, and both nephritis pa- 
tients and those suffering with ar- 
thritis today are found to fare much 
better on a liberal, well-balanced diet 
which includes adequate amounts of 
protein material, of course. 

I haven't sufficient data as yet to 
substantiate my conjecture, but it can’ 
do no harm surely, so I offer it here 
in the hope that a few readers will 
try it out and tell us how it works. 
I believe a liberal use of cheese of all 
kinds is especially helpful ta persons 
who suffer with one or another type 
of chronit arthritis.

5 ASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—Jus- 
tice Jennings Bailey, of the District 
of Columbia su court, today 
took under advisement a motion of 
the government to dismiss the equity 
suit of H. A. Emery, restaurant own- 
er of Atlanta, Ga., who seeks to 
prevent the collection of a $1,000 spe- 
cial tax from him for selling beer. 

Attorneys Welborn B. Cody, of At- 
lanta, and John E. McClure, of the 
Washington law firm of Miller & 
Chevalier, argued against the motion 
on behalf of Emery, and Assistant 

trict Attorney H. L. Underwood 
appeared for the government. The 
original action’ was directed against 
T. Helvering; commissioner of inter- 
nal revenue, and Secretary of the 
Treasury Henry Morgenthau. 

In opposing dismissal of the action 
Attorney Cody cited an Alabama case 
in which Federal Judge Robert T. Er- 
win overruled a motion of government 
attorneys to dismiss a petition asking 
a restraining order against collection 
of the excise tax at Mobile. Judge 
Erwin ruled that the federal,“excise 
tax” levying a $1,000 tax for the 
selling of liquors and beers was a pen- 
alty and not a tax. 

eorgia and Alabama now are the 
only states in which 3.2 beer is 
illegal, Georgia, however, has local 
option” licenses and beer is sold by 
various municipalities. Counsel for the 
defendants asked the court to decline 
jurisdiction “because what is here 
involved is a matter of vital impor- 
tance and concern to the govern- 
ment.” 

Emery’s counsel contended that the 
taxpayer in the case did not seek to 
enjoin the collection of the beer tax, 
“however invalid it might be,” and 
pointed out that what Emery did de- 
sire was a declaration by the court 
which would be res adjudicata as to 
all parties, so that the future conduct 
of Emery’s business could be coisid- 
ered, and if the tax was held to be 
valid, he could discontinue his busi- 
ness. 

“Our petition shows,” said Cody, 
“that Emery's business would not be 
profitable if the tax is held valid. If 
the tax is held void, however, then 
Emery can continue his business, 
knowing that a liability at the rate 
of $1,000 a year is not accruing.” 

Further grounds advanced by the 
government why the bill of complaint 
should be dismisséd were: (1) Ap- 
plication of the act of June 14, 1934, 
would defeat the express purpose of 
Section 3224 of the revised statutes, 
United States Code, title 26, section 
154, by allowing to be done by in- 
direction that which is prohibited by 
that section, namely, the maintenance 
of a suit to restrain the collection of 
the tax and, (2) the collector of in- 
ternal revenue for the district of At- 
lanta was a necessary and indispensa- 
ble party to the proceedings, since his 
right, power and duty as collector was 
sought to be determined. 

The matter upon which the declara- 
tory judgment is being sought by 
Emery, a citizen of Georgia, who oper- 
ates a restaurant at 70 Fair street,
